DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 

basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371© of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

2. Claims 53-55, 59 and 60 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Kasiviswanathan(US Patent 6,215,857). 

Regarding claim 55 , Kasiviswanathan teaches the method of receiving an attempt to 
initiate a communications session from a calling part's communication device which corresponds 
to subscriber A 200, Fig. 2 to a called party's communication device corresponding to subscriber 
B 22, Fig. 2. Kasiviswanathan discloses providing an indication that communications session was 
not completed(column 5, lines 16-23; column 5, lines 51-58). Kasiviswanathan teaches 
providing at the calling party's communication device a message providing an indication of 
treatment( see Fig. 5) corresponding to the attempted communication device. 

As to claims 53, 54, 59 and 60, Kasiviswanathan teaches receiving the indication of a 
particular version of the treatment( column 6, lines 8-22). See the explanation as set forth in 
rejection of claim 55.

Claims 7, 22, 37, 47-52 and 56-8 are allowable
